R DRRCKINRIDOR fuqiing him (orres
nomination, The president desiesd s
sultably recopulee his serviges, and ten-
dered him the Russian mission,

The Hon. Cliftan R, Breokinridge, who
i» to smonend Andrew [ White as minis
ter to Rossin, was born at Lexingron, Ky, ,
oh Nov, 2% 181, and Is now in his 48th
yonr. Heis desoribed porsonunlly an s liv
Ing portrait of his distinguished father.
He wan not yet 10 yaurs old whon the wat
of aepsssion broke ont, but be enlisted as
& private iu the Coofederate nrmy, aud
sorved until the end of the struggle

In 1670 he wettled at Pine Bluff, Ark,,
na & cotton planter and commission mer
ohant, to which callings e devobted his
llatlro Attention for a dosen years. In
1552 he was elected 80 congress from the
Senond distriot of the state, and still con
Hnues to represent that gonstituency, al
though bis service was interrupted In the
fall of 1800 by hin seat being deslared va-
onnt. This resilt was reached sfter one
of the most memorable contests In the po
litlcal hiatory of the country.

At the slection o November, 1888, Mr.
Brecklnridge was crodited with recelving
17.857 vates, and hin Republlcan oppanent,
John M, Clayinu with 17,011, Mr. Clay
ton contested Brunkun-hzm s right to the
aeat on the ground of fraud, but befors
the contest wun completed he was brut
ally murdered. The direct responsibility
of the orime has not yet been definltely
fixed, and probably never will be, Other
mnrdm followsd in the wake of this one,
and in no onse bas justice overtaken the
eriminal.

The judges and others chinrged with the
frands in the slootion were ncquitted by
the state courts, and Mr. Breckintidge
and his counsel insisted that this Anding
should bind the house wnd be accepted by
congress as proof that frand did not exise,
The mnjority of the tommittés an eleo
tlons, however, took n differont view ol
the subject, and on Sept. 5, 1W00, Mr,
Breckiuridge was nnseated. In Novemher
of the anme year, however, Breokinridie
waa re-elected, At the Imglnning of tha
neoond session of the fifty-first congress,
Mr. Breokinridge resumed his service in
the house, alter losing hiu salary for kixty
doys only. This year be has not bedn s
suocessful, the Demoeratic -nomination
baviog been seoured by Judge John 8,
Little, who defeated Mr. Brookinridge at
the primaries by a declded vote.

It Ia belleved that the Russian misslon
will he ndvanced to an embassy at no dis
tant day, thus maklug Mr. Hreckinridge
an ambassudor,

Andrew D. Whity, the retiring minls
ter, his hindd bis resignation on file In the
state department for many months, ke
the other minlsters who held over from
the Inat administration. He isna diplo.
mintist of much ability besides having an
euviable reputation as a llterstenr, He
resigned the presidency of Cornell uni
versity to nccept the appointment of min.
Ister to Germany .-ll,urll 2, 1870, In the
enrly days of Garfleld's miniatey he was
obliged to surrender this offioe on necount
of 111 health. He was appointed ministes
to Russia by Prexident Harrison July 22,
162, nnd bhas besn very fortunate and
succesaful in his relations with the RHus
slan government.
